New Airplane Feat 
Machine Refueléd When Flying Ninety 
Miles An Hour 

New airplane records and feats are 
being performed almost daily The 
latest feat is that of Lieuts, Hines and 
Seifert, who refueled an airplane in 
flight, at San Diego, when Lieut. Rich 
ter and Capt. L. Smith went after a 
new world's endurance record. Rush- 
ing through the air at 90 miles an 
hour, Lieuts. Hines and Seifert guided 
their craft above that flown by Capt. 
Smith and Lieut. Richter, ran down a 
40-foot steel wire-encased rubber hose 
and within two minutes the feat was a 
matter of history. The quartette of 
officers many times in practice had 
succeeded in getting the pipe from 


one plane to another, but never before | 


had the gasoline been sent from one 
plane to another. Had a few drops 
of the fuel scattered over the hot ex- 
haust pipes it would have spelled dis- 
aster for at least one of the planes.

Yet something similar 
was believed by William Stanley Jev- 
ons, the noted logician and economist 
of last century, reputed to have been 
the most constructive wriler on econ- 
omics that had appeared in England 
for « hundred years and whose great

Macaulay was an historian at eight, 
‘Tennyson a poet quite as early, Byron 
wrote passionate verses at ten, and 
Bacon was a philosopher at the sama 
age.

In fact, 
at five he composed a plece so diffl- 
cult that his father, who was a musi- 
cal professor, found difficulty in play- 
ing it. Elgar was a composer ut 
twelve, 

At the age of nine Dante was com- 
posing sonnets, Vernet was a painter 
at four, and Millais about the same 
age. Visconti was a preacher at six, 
while Tasso talked at six months and 
could speak Latin at the age of seven. 
Mirabeau preached at three, and pub- 
lished a book at ten. 

Pascal composed his treatise on 
conic sections at fifteen, and at thir- 
teen Ampere was an acknowledged 
scientist and great mathematician, 
Wesley could play the organ when six, 
and in his eighth year composed a 
military march. Verdi, too, was a 
composer at the age of nine. Doug- 
las Jerrold achieved success on the 
stage with a farce when he was only 
fourteen, and William Henry Ireland 
emulated Chatterton, “the marvel- 
lous boy who perished in his prime,” 
by forging ‘new plays” by Shakes- 
peare, at the age of seventeen, so 
skilfully that they deceived even the 
critics, 

Robert Byrns wrote some of his best 
poems while he was a ploughboy and 
Ruskin had written “Modern Paint- 
ers” at twenty-four,

and thus lengthen the service life of 
the ties. In the Forest Products Lab- 
oratories of the Forestry Branch of 
the Department of the Interior, where 
extensive research work on the“pres- 
ervative treatmeni of timber has been 
conducted, it has been found that the 
decay of wood is due entirely to the 


actipn of low forms of plant life known j 


as wood-destroying fungi. 
fungi utilize the wood substance as 
food, destreying it in the process. 
The creosote oil, which is forced dvep- 
ly into the wood by powerful pumps, 
poisons the food supply of the fungi 
plants and thereby protects the wood. 

As properly creosoted ties in a well- 
made track will last twice as long as 
untreated ones, it is to +. *xpected 
that they will soon be in general use 
on all Canadian railways, »

Relative to hog prospects the re- 
viewer has this to say: “Our latest 
cable advices from Great Britain are 
in more Optimistic tone than early in 
the month (June), and hopes are en- 
tained of a sharp ‘reaction to prices. 
Producers are advised to get their 
hogs in good finish and to sell subject 
to official grading, which will give 
them the benefit on Slect stock. The 
majority of the Canadian packers are 
now purchasing on the basis of the 
new standards, and producers should 
see to it that their hogs are so bought 
at country points.” 

As to sheep, a short supply led to 
the market holding up well, and on 
eastern markets at the end of June 
the average price was well above that 
for the corresponding month last year. 
Western prices, however, were not as 
strong, but supplies were generally so 
meagre as to prohibit the establishing 
of a market. Heavy sheep were 
soinewhat hard to move. Choice 
lambs weighing not above 75 lbs. are 
the choice of the market and good 
prices are forthcoming for such stock. 
|From eightéen to twenty dollars per 
hundred pounds was no uncommon 
price for choice lambs during June. 
Light stock is always preferred, es- 
pecially in hot weather.

The lightning-rod is coming back. 


These| rhe first electrical scientists of the 


time, Thomas A. Edison and Dr. 
Charles P. Steinmetz of the General 
Electric Company, have re-indorsed 
{i when properly installed, as a 
protector of buildings from fires 
caused by lightning. The national 
board of fire underwriters now gives 
a great \physical push toward its 
restoration by declaring that 99 per 
cent. of such fires can be prevented 
by a general use of the rod, and by 
offering its services for the adoption 
of right methods of installation. It 
{s a new vindication for Benjajnin 
Franklin and the first lightning-rod, 
which grew out of his kite experi- 
ment some 170 years ago. But it 
needs to be sald that in all this time 
electrical science has never flatly con- 
demned lightning conductors on build- 
ings and other lofty objects as useless. 
What killed them in popular favor and 
use was the “lightning-rod man” and 


his tricky commercialization of the 
Franklin discovery. — New York 
World.

Few spots, indeed, are 
of less value to all except archaeolog- 
ists than this little island. It raises 
few marketable products and posses- 
ses poor harbor facilities. The na- 
tives, judged to be of Polynesian and 
Melanesian origin, lack those attrac- 
tive qualities that have made the 
South Sea archipelago so popular 
among the numerous travellers who 
prefer to journey while enjoying the 
comforts of home. Nor is there any 
romance in the history of Easter Is- 
land. No story of hidden treasure is 
associated with it, and only during the 
war had it gained a brief prominence 
when the German Admiral von Spee 
violated Chilean neutrality by using it 
as a base, 

Yet the fame of Easter Island is 
out of all proportion to bts import- 
ance as a rocky, precipitous, treeless 
sheep ranch, isolated from civilization 
save for the visit of the annual ship 
and occasional chance calls by tramp 
vessels, But because it is the pos- 
sessor of the most pretentious and 
mysterious archeological remains in 
the whole South Pacific area, east of 
the Indies, it has a magnetic, almost 
weird, attraction for those who occupy 
themselves with baffiing research 
into the unknown and forgotten past. 
The suggestion is made that this 
rocky islet is the only extant remnant 
of a lost Pacific continent, where the 
East-Asia met the West-South Amer- 
fca. For decades Easter Island's 
great carved monoliths, stone build- 
ings and hieroglyphics, unlike any 
others known in the world, have at- 
tracted investigators from the centres 
of learning in both hemispheres. Only 
recently, however, has a definite basis 


the Malay culture on the one side, and 


the Peruvian culture on the other, 
though even these similarities are 
somewhat vague and shadowy. The 


supposition that these remains are the 
relics of an engulfed culture, possibly 
of immense antiquity, still remains as 
tenable as the later view.—St. Thomas

Jakob and Mathilde Rutz have just 
celebrated their golden wedding anni- 
versary, One more milestone in two 
Hives which have been devoted to 
the Passion Play for 70 years. Rutz 
was the viflage smithy of Oberam- 
mergau’ until age pulled bim awi 
from the forge, and is the father 
in-law of Anton Lang, the renown- 
ed portrayer of the life of Christ. 

In 1850,as a babe of three, Rutz 
took his original part in Oberammer 
gau's famous play. He was then cast 
as Adam's son in one of the Old Test- 
ament tableaux which feature the per 
formances, Ten years Jater he uap- 
peared as an alto soloist and in 1870 
as chief assistant to the Passion, Play 
prologist and choir leader, Johannes 
Diemer. During the performances ct

Danger Of Dry Sweeping 


Disease May Be Contracted From 


Germ Laden Dust 

The Department of Health, Canada, 
in a pamphlet entitled “What You 
Should Know About Tuberculosis,” 
makes a statement on which too much 
emphasis cannot be placed, 

The paragraph reads, “The 
sweeping of rooms should never be al- 
lowed, as it raises clouds of dust, 
which may contain germs which are 
thus breathed drectly into the lungs.
